ſclfe being there) riding before to take quarters , wee 
met with 'onve Suzrons Caſtle a Rebel! , being a mile 
fromthe Maas , 60. of us went into the court, where 
wefound 5, or 600. good poultry, we killed as many 
3s ſerycd our turnes, and tooke out of the ſtables three 
pood horſes , and the people of the Caſtle never ſent 
ſho! amongſt us , though indeed they. might have cur 
moſt of us off, conſidering how carclcfle we were of 
our ſelves in running after the poultry, but afterwards 
atroope of horſe going into the court, they ſhotthe 
trumpeter dead, upon this 200. muſquettcers were 
drawne out and plaid beforethe Caſtle three houres , 
we loſt fonure men, and tenne ſhot, at laft wee were .

dayes wee marched to the Fort of Leaft , wherethe

thoſe parts , two daies after we came tothe Fort ./ the 
Rebells had got upon a foard betweene Sir Charla 
Ceot and the Fort, he having 200, horſe with him, 
burni”g the Country about, but my Lord of Ormond 
hearing of ir, ſent my colours with 600. muſqueteer, 
and ſome few firelocks to cleare the Foard; we foupht 
with the Rebells three or foure houtres , wee had 
dead fix men , and fourteene or fifreenie ſhorty his time 
we kept the Rebells doing : Sir C4.1r/es Coop and his 
horſe was got ſeven miles higher by the river fide, 
where it was foarable, and by this meanes was freed, 
otherwiſe had been loſt ; when we had ſtrengthened 
the Fort of Leaſt with men, munitton and money,wet 
were reſolved to arch to Dublin, but the Rebells 
had ſent us word they would prevent us, ra; gt 
thered togetherthe ſtrength of three Counties at laſt, 
to the number of 10000. men.

Al my comming to Dublin, the Army was a- 
broad ; but on Sunday laſt returned with viRto- . 
ry in great Triumph, having given the Rebels battaile 
the Friday before, who met them ſome ſeventcene 
miles from Dublin, with at leaſt ten or twelve thau- 
ſand horſe and foot, having great advantage of the 
Engliſh Army, both by gair.ing the Hill, the Winde 
and Sunne : But after our Field-peeces had diſchar- 
ged their rankes,our horſe brake in upon them, and 
kild five or {xe hundred of them, the reſt fled away 0- 
ver Bogges,where they loſt many of their horſe. In 
this defeat we got five of their Colours,tooke ſome of 
their Bazgage, Waggons and Carts, three of their 
chiefe Commanders heads were brought to Dublin, 
Sir Morgan Cavenan,the Lord Mount Garrets ſonne in 
Law,and another Colonels head, Sir Charles Coor be- 
ing left behind at the Neaſt, about twelve miles from 
Dublin, with about 1500. of our Army conceiving 
the Rebels would follow him : Our Northerne Ar- 
my,under the command of Sir Hemry Titchbourne,and 
the Lord Avore have taken Danditke from the Rebels, 
where they put almoſt all che whole Towne tothe 
word. The warre is now become ſo bloody, that 
there is no quarter given on any fide. Wee heare hee 
hath taken inthe Newry. Three or four thouſand Scots 
are landed,alſo more Northerly.
